“Sec. 3. If such statement, together: with a receipt of the whole 
sum required by law to be paid'to the clerk on the suits so com- 
mericed during the preceding quarter, shall not be received by the 
Secretary of State on or before the first day of the month next sue- 
ceeding the time when such statement is abové required to be 
transmitted to him, he shall forthwith notify the judge of the Cir- 
C€cuit‘ourt within whose circuit such clerk resides, of the failure to 
transmit such statement, or receipt, or both, as the case may be” —

The Secretary of State has;in every instance, complied with the 
requirements of the 3d section as above, notwithstanding which, 

- clerks, in many cases, continue to neglect their duty, and there is 
doubtless considerable money still remaining in their hands unre- 
ported. An Abstract of balances due from clerks on account of 
arrearages, bas been reported to the. legislature each year for several 
years past,- but without. any action thereon, A like statement 
will be found herewith, marked “ A.”

This fund arises from the sale of the tands granted to the State 
by an act of Congress entitled “ An Act to enable the State of Ar- 
kansas and other States to reclaim the swamp and overflowed lands 
within their limits,” approved September 28th, 1850. From the 
proceeds of these sales is first to be paid, the legitimate ‘expenses 
incident to their sale, and seventy-five per cent. of the résidue 
and allof the money for the selected lands (being lands selected 
m lieu of swamp lands, that have been previously sold) form 
and constitute a part of the School Fund, and the balance of 
the residue of such proceeds is to be paid to the county treasurer 
of the county in which the sales may have been made, to be used 
by the proper towns for the reclamation of such lands, according to 
the provisions of the original act of Congress; granting such lands,

SWAMP LANDS, 


An act to provide for the sale of Swamp and Overflowed Lands, 
ipproved October 11, 1856, is so far, as the financial portion of it 
elates; very ambiguous and complicated, requiring Much study, 
‘are, and extra labor op the part of this office. 

The 6th section of the act provides, that at least one half of the. 
jurchase money of all:sùch lands (not pre-empted,) described or- 
lesignated in the plats and field notes as timber lands, shall be paid ` 
ut the time of sale, arid-all other in the ratio as provided in chapter 
24 of the revised stattites. This provision is entirely impracticable, : 
lor the reason that there is no information in the possession of this > 
office, by which the character of the land, whether timber or not, 
"an be known or designated. It is, therefore, impossible to know, 
when to require the payment of the highest ratio of purchase 
money required by said section. Suggestions in regard to the other 
ibjectionable features to this act, will be found in the report of the- 
Commissioners of School and University Lands; to which, as well ` 
isthe objections here given to the 6th section, the attention of the- 
Legislature 1 ‘is téspectfilly called, and their favorable action: mero 
asked for at'the'present session.

Your Memorialists, the Common Council of the City of Mil. 
waukee, would -respectfully report to your Honorable Body, that. 
the assessment and valuation of property in this State, for the pur- 
pose of raising taxes, from custom and precedent, is and has not 
been more than one-fifth, and often not more than one-tenth of the 
actual value of property assessed, and, as a consequence, from this 
fact, in raising a special sum for State, County, or City purposes, 
the rate per cent. is so high, as to deter immigration, prevent the 
investment of capital, and seriously affect the best interests of the 
State; and in cities, the rate per cent. for city purposes, is limited 
by las Such low valuations often prevent the raising of an ade- 
quate sum for necesssary expenditures. 

It is obvious that the valuation of property in the different coun-. 
ties and sections of the State, in proportion to what the same is 
actually worth, should be as nearly equal as possible. 

Your Memorialists would,. therefore, recommend to the State; 
Board of Equalization, after having ` made the assessment in the 
different counties, as nearly equal in proportion to value as possi- 
ble, that they should increase the whole valuation of the State 
five-fold, in order that the same may have some proportion to the E 
actual value of the property.

REPORT OF WILLIAM CROMBIE. . 


To rae Hon, David W. Jones, , T, 
EM M Secretary of State : 

The undersigned having been appointed by a Joint Résolution of 
the Legislature of the State of Wisconsin, approved March 29, 
1856, to secure and dispose of wood, timber and'lumber, cut on, or 
taken from lands owned by this State, and make a report of the 
- same to you,-begs to submit the following: wa 

Some eighteen months previous to “the'passage of said ack Ya 
authority of the Commissioners of School and University Lands, I 
commenced. traveling through the north-western counties of this 
State, looking after. and protecting the timber, &c., on State Lands 
located in these counties. During that time I expended about eight | 
hundred dollars, aside from my own services, and no doubt saved 
these lands from being stripped of their valuable timber to a very 
large amount, say, at least, thirty thousand dollars. 

Immediately after the passage of the above resolution, I again 
resumed my labors, and whenever I found persons engaged in cut- 
ting or removing timber, &c., I had legal proceedings commenced. 
against them; and, in some cases, I secured and disposed of tim- 
ber, Se, "alandy cut. : 

In several cases suits have been commenced against me for sell- 
ing such timber, &c., and being unable to procure certified copies of 
. the patent or title to.some of these lands, the cases have been all 
continued, and are still pending. 

I have received up to this time four hundred and sixty-two dol- 
lars and seventy-three cents, from the sale of timber, wood, &c., 
taken from these lands; and a large amount is involved in these 
suits, , 

I would also call your attention to the fact, that there is a large 


E 
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amount of Swamp and Overflowed Lands, particularly in the 
north-western part of the State, which have never been surveyed, 
some of which are very valuable for the timber. 

The Legislature, at its last winter session, memorialized Con- 
gress upon this subject; but I have not learned that any action has 
yet been had on this subject. 

All of which is most respectfully submitted.
